United States is conducting the heaviest 
bombing campaign of the war in Laos 
and Cambodia in an effort to force North 
Vietnam "to make accommodations" 
and to pave the way for the withdrawal. 


"Our present timetable calls for the 


withdrawal of all Air Force units from 


The U.S. Air Force now has 30 air 


squadrons in South Vietnam, with a total 
of more than 700 aircraft and 42,200 men. 
No squadrons are being withdrawn 
during the current sixth-phase cutback 
of American troops that will reduce 
authorized U.S. strength to 284,000 men 
by May 1. 


The South Vietnamese air force has 32 


squadrons, 700 planes and helicopters, 
and about 40,000 men. The present goal 
is 50 squadrons and 1,200 planes and 
helicopters.

Cotton allotment notices for 


1971 were mailed Jan. 20 to 
Navarro County farm operators. 
The total county alloted acreage 
is 74,773, down about one-third 
from last year. Notices were sent 
to 2,123 farms with allotments 
varying from less than one acre 
to almost 1,300 acres. 


The County ASC Committee 


.announced their decision that 
out-ofBounty transfers by lease 
or sale will not be permitted for 
the 1971 crop year. 


Applications for with-in county 


transfers are being accepted at 
the county ASCS office. Last 
year's yield figure will be used 
for 1971 transfers; 


The 1971 cotton allotment or 


base acreage is not the farm 
cotton acreage limitation, but 
will be used to determine the 
cotton price support payment for 
the farm and to determine the 
required seaside acreage to 
qualify for cotton price support 
payment 


Land must be prepared and 


cotton 
planted, 
attended, 


cultivated, etc. in a workmanlike 
manner to be eligible for Price 
Support 
Payments. 
Other 


requirements must be met. 


If less than 90 per cent of the 


farm allotment is planted, 1971 
payments will be reduced ac- 
cordingly—also the 1972 cotton 
base or allotments will be 
reduced. 


Cotton acreage for 1971 trans- 


ferred or released on or before 
April 1, 1971, will count as the 
same as cotton planted for 1972 
allotment retention purposes. 


The sign-up period for cotton, 


feed grain and wheat will be 
March 1 through April 9, 1971. 
Farms must be enrolled or signed 
up during designated time to 
participate in the programs. 


The exact percentage of set- 


aside lias hot been determined for 
cotton, feed grain or wheat. It 
will not be more than 20 per cent 
for cotton, and feed grain. Other- 
requirements also are pending. 
Acreage must not be grazed 
between May 1 and Oct. 1,1971. 


Notices will be mailed as soon 


as authorized. Barley is not in- 
cluded. Corn and grain sorghum 
bases and yields will be about the 
same as last year. Wheat bases 
will be about 43 per cent of 1970. 


Farmers are not required to 


plant feed grain or wheat to earn 
price support or certificate 
payments, but must plant at least 
45 per cent feed grain base and 90 


per cent of wheat base to avoid 
reduction of bases in 1972. 


Price support payment is made 


on half the feed grain base and 
wheat certificate payment made 
on wheat base provided farms 
are enrolled during sign-up 
period and that the set-aside and 
related requirements are met. 


Farm feed grain acreage for 


1971 in excess of half-the base 
and-or wheat acreage in excess of 
the base may be used as needed 
to retain the 1972 planted acreage 
credit for feed grain, wheat and- 
or cotton. 


Off-setting or cross compliance 


between farms and-or crops will 
not apply in 1971. Cotton acreage 
in excess of the farm allotment 
will "not apply in 1971. Cotton 
acreage in excess of the farm 
allotment can not be substituted 
for feed grain or wheat.

Cotton allotment notices for 


1971 were mailed Jan. 20 to 
Navarro County farm operators. 
The total county alloted acreage 
is 74,773, down about one-third 
from last year. N.otices were sent 
to 2,123 farms with allotments 
varying from less than one acre 
to almost 1,300 acres.. 


The County ASC Committee 


announced their decision that 
outof-county transfers by lease 
or sale will not be permitted for 
the 1971 crop year. 


Applications for with-in county 


transfers are being accepted at 
the county ASCS office. Last 
year's yield figure will be used 
for 1971 transfers. 


The 1971 cotton allotment or 


base acreage is not the farm 
cotton acreage limitation, but 
will be used to determine the 
cotton price support payment for 
the farm and to determine the 
required set-aside acreage to 
qualify for cotton price support 
payment 


Land must be prepared and 


cotton 
planted, 
attended, 


cultivated, etc. in a workmanlike 
manner to be eligible for Price 
Support 
Payments.

If less than 90 per cent of the

Notices will be mailed as soon

Corn and grain sorghum 
bases and yields will be about the 
same as last year. Wheat bases 
will be about 43 per cent of 1970. 


Farmers are not required to 


plant feed grain or wheat to earn 
price support or certificate 
payments, but must plant at least 
45 per cent feed grain base and 90 
per cent of wheat base to avoid 
reduction of bases in 1972.
